South Africa’s Tribal Policy 
-Menaces Blacks’ Citizenship

JOHANNESBURG, May 13 
(WP).—Elzht million Africans,

Joss of their citizenship and jobs’

Members of the country’s nine 
tribal groups, which South Africa 
has promired their own “home- 
lands," will be foresd to give up 
their rights as South African 
citizens in favor of citizenship in 
the homeland.

U.S. Upholds Ban 
On Cyclamates; 


Doubts Persist 


WASHINGTON, May 13 (NYT). 
—The Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration announced this week that 
ἢ would not lift the seven-year- 
old ban on the artificial sweet- 
ener cyclamate. 

The agency's announcement 
seid that there were unresolved 
questions concerning the prod~ 
uct's potential for causing can- 
cer, its effects on growth and re- 
production, and the possibility 
that it might damage chromo- 
somes—the basic genetic mate- 
rial. 

The artificial sweetener was 
widely used before the govern- 
ment banned it in 1969 on evi- 
dence that it might cause bladder 
cancer in rats. 

According to some estimates, 
three-quarters of the U.S. popu- 
lation had used cyclamate at 
least occasionally before the ban. 
The chemical was used widely as 
a sweetener in soft drinks, It is 
noncalori¢ and about 3C times 
as sweet as sugar. 

The FDA said that after 2 1/2 
years of intensive study % still 
could not assure the public that 
cyclamate was safe.

A-Test Curbs and Primaries 


The postponement by President Ford of 
the official signing of the Soviet-U.S. pact 
“miting nuclear testing has aroused much 
speculation. The public reasons given in 
Washington for the delay seem lame and 
inconsequential: the general assumption that 
Mr. Ford does not want to lose any more 
primary votes to Ronald Reagan by formal 
dealings with Moscow appears valid. if un- 
fortunate. But it is clear that what once 
might have passed for a step forward in 
reducing nuclear perils (not a dramatic step, 
perhaps, except for the very important provi- 
sions fot on-site inspection, but certainly a 
useful one) is now being played down. 

If the Ford-Resgan primary battle is the 
cause of the postponement, the reasons are 
not far to seek. Mr.. Reagan has been 
eapltalizing on a number of emotions among 
conservatives—those of old cold~war warriore, 
still castigating Yalta; of ald defense zealots, 
looking back to Munich and appeasement; 
of ethnic groups, Poles, Hungarians, Cubans, 
Jews. who have thelr special complaints 
against the Soviet Union: of nationalists who 
smart under Vietnam and want 2 reassertion 
of U.S. power. And, of course. Mr. Reagan 
can attract a response from those who are 
genuinely worried about the revival of 
Muscovite expansionism revealed by Angola. 

These elements are by no means confined 
to the Republican party. With the decline of 
the candidacies of Sen. Henry Jackson of 
Washington and Gov. George Wallace of 
Alabama, however. they have no strong 
Democratic spokesman—the remaining Dem- 
ocratic presidential possibilities have not 


spoken out forcefully about the Soviet 
Union, either for or against détente. There 
have been “crossovers” on this tssue—cold- 
war Democrats voting for Reagan where 
State laws permitted—but this can be taken 
for granted. But this is not really central 
to the issue. 

What is central is that no candidate, in- 
cluding the President, is really defending the 
policy of negotiation rather than confranta- 
tion which Richard Nixon initiated and 
Gerald Ford carried on, with the assistance 
of Henry Kissinger. And this is to be deplor- 
ed, since it is 4 difficult policy which needs 
to be understood by the U.S. people if it is 
to work. and which must work if the world 
is to be spared the kind of great-power crisis 
that made up so much of the postwar de- 
cades. Moreover, there is every reason to 
believe that a majority of Americans would 
(and, indeed, do) support this policy. The 
Reagan movement can now be described as 
enlisting merely a majority of a minority. 
namely. those voters who have turned out 
far the Republican primaries. 

The delay in signing the test-limitation 
agreements is not important in itself. What 
is troubling is that 10 seems to indicate Mr. 
Ford's lack of confidence in public (or rather 
Republican) support for his own policy and 
in his ability to justify that policy. Granted 
that the United States, in the wake of 
Watergate and Vietnam, is uneasy about its 
leadership, no matter what political label 
may be attached to it. But nnless such 
leadership is asserted in terms that carry 
conviction, the uneasiness will persist—and 
will be reflected abroad. 


The Long March: GOP... 


Candidates in both parties are discovering 
that there 15 no smooth road to a presidential 
nomination this year. 

A month ago, President Ford seemed al- 
most 8 certain winner ἢ the Republican 
perty. Two weeks ago, former Gov. Jimmy 
Carter after his triumph in Pennsylvania 
looked unbeatable. 


But the long march through the prima- 
ries and caucuses continues and with 10 the 
risk of ambush and sudden failure. Tuesday's 
primaries proved that there is more hard 
slogging ahead for all the candidates. . 


In Nebraska, Ronald Reagan soundly de~- 
feated President Ford, 55 per cent to 45 per 
eent. Mr. Reagan’s winning margin of 19,000 
votes was all the more impressive because 
erossover voting by Democrats and inde- 


pendents is forbidden in Nebraska. Although ᾿ 


Mr. Ford held his own in Lincoin and Omaha. 
he was repudiated by the corn farmers and- 


small townspeople in the rest of the state. 

The President partially offset this result 
by his vietory in West Virginia. But practical- 
ly and symbolically, West Virginia carries 
little weight inside the Republican party be- 
cause it is normally a safe Democratic state 
in contrast to solidly Republican Nebraska. 

The Nebraska defeat transforms Mr. Ford's 
political condition from serious to critical, 
if he loses in Michigan next week, it may 
well become terminal, A president cannot 
afford to be rejected by the voters in his 
own party, in his own state the people who 
presumably know. him best. This is true 
even though Michigan does permit crossover 
voting in its primaries, marking Mr. Ford 
valnerable to defeat by an infusion of Dem- 


ocrats who in years past supported Gov. 


George C, Wallace of Alabama. Michigan is 
particularly .significant inasmuch as Mr. 
Reagan is already the favorite in the final 
primary in Calffornia on June ἃ. 


...and Democrats 


Mr. Carter also encountered defeat in Ne- 
braska. Ser. Frank Church of Idaho is an 
admirable public servant, but his victory 
there had as much to do with the intensity 
of his campaign effort as with the virtues 
of his record. Sen. Church spent a, total of 
12 days in the state during the past. month 
while Mr. Carter of Georgia spent only one. 
On this point, however, Mr. Carter has no 
grounds for complaint as he won his critical 
early victories by the same kind of intensely 
focused, personal solicitation of a relatively 
small number of voters. 

Rep. Morris K. Udali of Arizona, mean- 
while, must be approaching a record for 
heartbreakingly close second-place finishes. 


In a party-conducted primary for Democrats, 


only in Connecticut on Tuesday, his delegate 
slates polled 31 per cent of the total vote 
to Mr. Carter's 33 per cent, with Sen. Henry 


M. Jackson of Washington, a ‘distant third 
despite Gov. Ela L Grasso's enthusiastic sup- 
port. In earlier primaries, Rep, Udall lost by 
8 whisker to Mr. Carter in New Hampshire 
and Wisconsin and ran a strong second to 
Sen. Jackson in Massachusetts and New 
York. 


The Connecticut vote demonstrates that 
Rep. Udail’s core of liberal support is hold- 
ing firm, unimpressed by the efforts ta get 
an unstoppable Carter bandwagon rolling. 


Having lost to Sen. Church in Nebraska | 


and facing a dual challenge next week from 
Mr, Udall in Michigan and from Gov. Ed- 
mund G. (Jerry) Brown jr. in Maryland, Mr. 
Carter may at the moment feel more like a 
hard-pressed infantryman than a ‘band- 
wagon driver.

» May 13 (IGT).—I've 

never had an orgasm—is this 

normal?” asked one caller. “How 

old are you?” inquired an “opera- 

tor” for France's sex switchboard, 

@ new service of the Ministry of 
Health. 

(The caller, an adult woman, 
was referred to 8. center where 
frigidity is treated.) 

Manned by four specialisis—a 


ὁ marriage counselor, midwife, jurist 


and psychologist—the telephone 
service does not give advice on 
Specific problems but steers people 
to places that do. The ano 
nymity of the phone makes it a 
natural vehicle in a country. that 
has remained prudish st heart 
despite its racy image. 

Formally titled the Information 
Center on Sexuality, Maternity 
and Birth Control (acronym. 
CIRN), the organization dispenses 
information on all questions re- 
lated to sexual and family matters 
—adoption, maternity, contracep- 
tion, frigidity and sterility. Head- 
ed by Francoise de Boissieu, 
formerly chief of the Conseil 
Supérieur on sexual information, 
birth conirol and family educa- 
tion, CIRN’s all-woman team is 
seeking to overcome the ignorance 
of people whose formal sex edu- 
cation is limited to learning about 
the reproductive systems of mam- 
mals—not necessarily humans. 

In her newly painted office 
decorated with a chart showing 
world fertility patterms, ἃ re- 
production of Max Ernst’s erotic 
“La Toilette de la Mariée” and 
8. greeting card captioned, “Man 
does not live by sex alone,” 
Mrs. de Boissieu talked enthu- 
siastically about the center. “We 
will answer all serious questions,” 
ehe said. An energetic, compact 
woman with definite opinions, 
she noted, “We: are perfectly 
neutrai—we have no political, 
religious or moral views.” 

The call-in service does not 
require the mame or address of 


accepted subjects. For example, 
the center will not give informa- 
tion on where to get vasectomies 


or tubal ligations, although a

Prance, “Sterilization is not vega 

in France,” Mrs. de Boissieu 
claimed, There are, in fact, no 
laws on the subject. 

She sees her mission as trying 
to overcome both an excess and 
lack of facts. “One of the condi- 
tions of a democracy is freedom 
of information—right and wrong,” 
she remarked. She blamed tele- 
vision for giving out a lot of 
the wrong kind. “Last week, 
millions of viewers were told that 
the pill can induce cancer. On 
another program, they were told 
that it is the only effective con- 
traceptive.” 

Through the phone service, she 
hopes to give more of the correct. 
information, telling callers where 
to go for individual problems. 
“We never send them to private 
doctors," she said. “Only to 
established hospitals, clinics and 
centers.”

Lists of books, 
and the books themscives, are 
available, although books must 
be read on the premises, The 
book list includes Dr. David Reu- 
ben and his gee-whiz approach 
to the subject in “Everything You 
Always. Wanted to Know About 
Sex But Were Afraid to Ask.” 

Open to the public weekdays 
from 2 to 5:30, the documentation 
center also includes audio-visual 
materials for teachers and an 
extensive bibliography. CIRN's 
head librarian, Marie-Reine Man- 
gin, hopes to have a film library. 
stocked with take-out teaching 
aids, ready by September.

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SEC Offers Proposals 
On Corporate Payoffs

WASHINGTON, May 13 NYT). 
—The Sécurities and Exchange 
Coramission, summarizing its 
two-year investigation in which 
103 companies were found to 
have made questionable or il- 
legal payments, said yesterday 
that the disclosures did “not sup- 
port any general condemnation of 
American business.” 

The commission told a Senate 
committee considering anti-brib- 
ery legislation that those engag- 
ing in dubious practices repre- 
sented only a small percentage 
of the more than 9,000 companies 
subject to 115 regulation. 

The SEC's review, which was 
presented to the Senate Banking 
Committee, said that the prob- 
lem was, “by any measure, se- 
rious and sufficiently widespread 
to be & cause for deep concern.” 
Payments hare range? from 
$6,000 to millions of dollars. 

The review also contained the 
SE's legislative proposals, which, 
as expected, were considerably 
less sweeping than those already 
put forward by the committee 


U.S. Inventory 
Rise Goes On 


WASHINGTON, May 13  Reu- 
ters!.—U.S. manufacturing and 
trade inventories rose $1.6 billion 
in March to a sensonally adjusted 
$269.5 billion following a revised 
$1.7-billion increase in February, 
the Commerce Department re- 
ported todsy. 

This was the third consecutive 
monthly increase, and brings the 
first quarter rise in inventories 
to §4.8 billion. 

The Commerce Department 
said inventories at the manufac- 
turing level rose to $148.09 billion 
in March from $1473 billion if 
February. 

Durable goods inventories in-. 
creased to $96.04 billion from 
$95.7 billion and non-durable 
goods inventories rose to $52.05 
bition from $51.6 biliion. 

Inventories at the retail level 
rose to $75.1 billion from $743 
billion. of which durables ac- 
counted for $33.9 billion. up from 
$33.5 billion, and non-durable in- 
ventories were $412 billion com- 
pared with $40.8 billion. 

The Commerce Department said 
inventories at the wholesale level 
were ttle changed in March at 
$46.4 billion compared with $46.3 
billion in February. Durable in- 
ventories slipped slightly to $28.27 
billion from 6283 billion. 

Non-durable inventories at the 
wholesale level were slightly 
higher at $18.09 billion, up from 
$17.98 billion. 

The department said that total 
sales in March rose to $185.3 bil- 
lion from a revised $182.3 billion 
in February. 

‘The combined business stock- 
to~sales ratio was 1.45 at the end 
of March, compared with 147 in 
February, and 1.69 in March, 1969.

The 
commission's proposals would 
make it unlawful to falsify cor- 
porate accounting data, to pro- 
vide false information to audi- 
tors or to fail to establish 
internal controls so that there 
are “reasonable assurances that 
corporate transactions are ex- 
ecuted in accordance with man- 
agement’s general or specific 
authorization.” 

Roderick Ejlls, chairman of the 
SEC. indicated several weeks ago 
that be favored strengthening 
the securities laws to provide 
criminal penalties for violations. 

The commission's lengthy sum- 
mary, with detailed tables of the 
improper company practices ex- 
posed so far, was seen as likely 
to disappoint those who had 
been pressing the SEC to publish 
specific guidelines on what kinds 
of payments had to be disclosed. 

The SEC's enforcement afti- 
cials, in particular, had rejected 
this idea as providing on!y a 
“map” that would help com- 
panies seeking to evade disclosure 
and that would also be too un- 
wieldy to be effective. 

Companies will presumabiy 
gain some additional guidance, 
however, from looking at the 
disclosures required in the 103 
cases. The commission has taken 
enforcement action in 14 cases. 


Type of Disclosure 

The SEC, although using only 
Public data, marked with aster- 
isks those cases in which the 
informal views of the commis- 
sioners were sought before dis- 
closures were made. Other cases 
involved consultation with the 
SEC stafi—or none at all, 

A continuing SEC theme— 
whether a payment ts of mate- 
rial interest to stockholders, and 
therefore must be made public 
—is 2 complicated question to 
which no definite answer can be 
given, 

The size of a bribe is only 
one factor. Others include the 
amount of business at steke, 
whether records are fraudulent, 
what level of management knows 
of the transactions, whether the 
payments seek to win business 
or simply to expedite it, whether 
foreign government recipients 
are in policy positions or not, and 
the legality under local law.

ASHINGTON (WP).— 
“When I went blind in 

1955. I decided not to read any 
more contemporary writing.” 
said Jorge Luls Borges, who is 
now 76 and who was even then 
one of the Important authors of 


the age. 

This fragile, gentle Argentine 
probably has no peer in written 
Spanish; indeed, he has few in 
the spoken word, English or 
Spanish. 

Borges was in Washiugton to 
lecture on “The Riddle of 
Shakespeare.” During the week- 
Jong buildup. grandes dames at 
cocktail parties praised his 
poems. Diptomats alluded to 
his essays over lunch. He duti- 
Tully rented a tuxedo. 

As a onetime librarian, he 
has discussed the bcok business 
in his sotto voce at the Library 
of Congress. But this creator of 
“Dreamtigers” who is often ac- 
eused of having won the Nobel 
Prize—he has not—wishes to be 
known as a teacher. 

“Public lectures . . 


a sense of duty... but I think 
I am a good teacher, and my 
students think so.” 

‘That was the closest to a self- 
centered remark that Borges 
gave in a 90zninute interview. 
He is uneasy in @ crowd, but 
one-to-one he performs feats of 
memory. introspection and, most 
of all, story-telling. 

Borges swears that he has 
never tread a newspaper. let 
alone the works of a contempo- 
rary writer. “When the litera- 
ture of the second haif of the 
τοῦ century is studied, the 
names will be different than we 
hear now. They will have found 
hidden writers. People who won 
Nobel Prizes will be forgotten.” 
And vith Lis penchant for enig- 
ma, and for self-depreciation. 
he added: “I hope I will be 
forgotten.” 

ΤᾺ talk, as in bis works. Bor- 
ges draws on the history of all 
civilizations, sometimes.to create 
in a few pages a vivid imagi- 
Dary culture, His most pungent

allusions are to Argentina but 
he enjoys being considered uni- 


versai. “I don't like to be read 
in terms of an atlas." he said. 
“The reader ‘should read me and 
forget ali about me. He should 
read just for the story.” 

Borses is lecturing this semes- 
ter on English literature at 
Michizan State University. 
“Students here have done very 
little home reachng,” he said. 
“Someone asked me who was 
Bernard Shaw, for examonle.. . 
I tell them, “If you don't like a 
book, lay it aside. It should be 
pleasurable. English and Amer- 
ican literature are so rich that 
I'm sure you'll find a friend.'" 

Argentines sometimes fault 
Borges for his fascination with 
the English language, though he 
has never written in it. He dis- 
dains such “nationalistr.” 

A political conservative, Bor- 
fes quotes a conversation with 
Pablo Neruda, the late Chi- 
Jean Conmmunist whose iyricism

many ways at odds with Borges: 
“Very little can be dor. with 
the Spanish language.” 

To which SBorges replied, 
“That's why nothing has been 
done.” He would deny any in- 
tended irony. Borges finds if 
hard to remember Neruda kind- 
Iy—"he took himself verr seri- 
ously"—and the root of this 
seems to be another animosity 
that overrides Borges’s gentle 
nature. 

Neruda, he said, was also so 
absent-minded that while com- 
posing a list of Latin America’s 
tyrants he left off the name of 
Juan Domingo Peron. 

When Peron came to power 
30 years ago, he had Borges fir- 
ed from a librarian’s post and 
the author's mother at one point 
was atrested. Borges forgets 
nothing,. has forgiven nothing. 
He is said to have take a dis- 
like to the Argentine tango art- 
ist, Carlos Gardel, because the

faintly of Peron's. 

Borges left 
Michigan in January while Pe- 
ron’s widow was still president. 
“The country was in a very 


hopeless mood,” he said. Last .

“I don't think anybody in my 
country believes in democracy. - 
I can be a democrat in this 
country.” By now he was an- 
ary and he wished to turn the 
topic from politics—“I would 
prefer to think of an iness.” 
The fortune, of 
politics often have put Borges's. 
fellow conservatives in power. 
But none ever offered him the 


ultimate compliment that Latin © 


American governments reserve 
for their poets laureate, the am- 
bassadership in Paris. 


Neruda went to France as 
President Salvador  Aliende’s 
envoy. “I wouldn't have ac- 
cepted it.” said Borges, recalling 
an uncle who once served as 
ambassador to Uruguay. “He 
said, ‘It's ali tailors and tele- 
phones. There is nothing in 
that.'” ᾿ 
: Borges’s complete works com- 
prise only a few volumes and he 

’ has written no piece at length, 
“I love to dream but the writing 
T like to do in-only 3 few pages.” 
The literary essays include his 
widely regarded interpretation 
of Shakespeare's uniqueress. His 
fiction is often intellectral exer- 
cise of the highest vigor. His 
parables are always complex 
and often stunning, his poetry 
tight and involuted. 

The great writer, Borges sug- 
gests, “Is his own past.” His 
style is so distinctive that his 
readers search for evidence of 
it in his predecessors—and the 


perception of them is thus modi- 


fied. 
Asked to name his own fore- 
runners, he offered Stevenson, 


Kipling, Chesterton, De Quin- ἢ 


cey. But he disowned being 
their precursor, im his sense of 
the word. “I hardiy exist,” he 
said. 

“People have been far too kind 
to me. People are always search- 
ing for too much in my work... 


finding profundities, These are-
